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NEW BUSINESS 
GROW UP FAST 
IN THIS COUNTY 


New York—'The spirit of in- 
dividual enterprise is _ still 
flourishing in Coffee county, 
judging by the rate at which 
new businesses have been 
springing up, 

Local residents, with the ur- 


ge to be on their own, have 
haised the county’s non-farm 


business population toa new 
high. 
The story is told in a joint 


report, just issued by the De- 
partment of Commerce and by 
the Department of Health, 
Wducation and Welfare, based 
on tax reports submitted by 
employers under the Old Age 
and Survivors Insurance Pro- 
gram for 1956. 


Many Die 


Many of the new ventures do 
not survive the difficult first 
five years, but enough do to 
justify the risk entailed. 

Coffee county, by virtue of 
this net growth, has a total of 
354 business enterprises in 
which there are one or more 
employees, the report shows. 

It marks a big increase over 
the 308 recorded three years 
earlier, when the same Feder- 
al agencies made their previ- 
ous study. 

The gain, amounting to 14.9 
percent, was greater than that 
attained generally in the Unit- 
ed States, an average of 6.4 
percent, It topped, also, the 
State of Alabama gain, 8.4 per- 
cent. 


Well Established 


Sall business is well estab- 
lished in Coffee county, the fi- 
pures show. There are 330 
jirms, or 93 percent of the to- 
tal, with less than 20 employees 
each. They form the backbone 
of the business community. 

Their concentration is great- 

‘er than in most parts of the 
United States, where small 
business constitutes 91 percent 
of the number of going enter- 
prises. It amounts to 90 per- 
cent in the State of Alabama. 


Many Small 


Of the local establishments, 
200 employ from one to three 
people each, 77 have from four 
to seven and 53 from eight to 
nineteen. The remainder are 
larger concerns. 

Coffee county's business firms 
provide gainful employment 
for 3,748 people, the report in- 
dicates. Only those subject to 
social security coverage are in- 
cluded in that total. Others are 
now being brought in through 
recent expansion of the coyer~ 
age. . 

Nationally, it appears, we are 
still a nation of small business 
people. Three out of every four 
firms have fewer than four 
employees and only two per- 
cent employ fifty or more. 


VOTE ON WHEAT 
QUOTA WILL BE 
HELD JULY 23 


‘As required by present law, 
a wheat marketing quota re- 
ferendum has been announced 
for July 23, 1959, Lester Gun- 
ter, chairman of the Coffee 
county Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Commit- 
tee announced today. 

Marketing quotas for the 
1960 wheat crop have been pro- 
claimed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, as required by le- 
gislation whenever the avail- 
able supply of wheat is more 
than 20 percent above normal 
supply. However, quotas will 
not become effective unless 
they are approved by at least 
two thirds of the producers 
voting in the referendum. 

If quotas are approved for 
the 1960 wheat crop, it will 
mark the seventh consecutive 
year they have been used for 
wheat. Wheat quotas and acre- 
age allotments apply only in 
the 30 so-called “commercial” 
wheat states, of which Alaba- 
ma is one. 

The present law, the chair- 
man explained, states that, to 
be eligible to vote in the refer- 
endum, a grower must expect 
to have more than 15 acres of

The benefits of the U. S. Constitution to every American should be remembered ey 


ory day of the year and there is no better time than 


‘known as July Fourth, to count them over azain. 


Independence Day,

By a coincidence of history it was on the Fourth day of July that a document was 
signed which led many years later to adoption of a set of laws which have since come 
to be known as the Bill of Rights of the Constitution. 


And in the past few years the Bill of Rights has come under attack from sources 
far more dangerous than Communism. It has been attacked by persons representing 
themselves as — and who probably sincerely believe themselves to be — intense pa- 


triots. 


This attack has centered around the Fifth Amendment, guaranteeing that no man 
shall be required to testify against himself. Television screens and the nation’s newspa- 
pers have been filled with pictures of notorious gangsters called before a Congressional 
committee and refusing to answer. 


CLEVER PROPAGANDA 


If it had been so planned,-there could not have been a more clever campaign of 
propaganda designed to destroy confidence in the most cherished freedoms you and I 
posses — freedoms gained only after hundreds of years of struggling by the English- 


speaking peoples. 


If there had been no Fifth Amendment those same witnesses could have taken the 
equally easy expedient to tell a lie. On the other hand, you and I, honest citizens, could 
be hauled before an inquisitorial body head2d by a man like the late Senator McCarthy 
and be made the victim of a rehearshal of the infamous Spanish Inquisition. 


Or consider the possibility that you may be on a cross-country trip by automobile, 
taken into custody in a strange city by dishonest policemen (there are such), hauled 
to the innermost recesses of a jail, clubbed into a confession to a crime you never 
heard of, and the confession used against vou in court. The Fifth Amendment pro- 
tects Americans against just such incidents which happen daily behind the Iron Curtain. 


Without the Fifth Amendment, any murderer or robber could escape 


prosecution 


just as readily as now because his lack of truth would be the same, with or without the 


Fifth Amendment. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF IT 


Yet while we are intent upon protecting the rights of citizens under the Constitut- 
ion, we must be equally careful not to tip the scales of justice against police whose 


job it is to enforce laws which stem from the Constitution. 


Any policeman, constable or deputy shtriff deserves to have good citizens stand 
behind him, because there is a greater principle involved than the individual law  en- 
forcement officer himself. It is the principle of government by law rather than govern- 


ment by individuals. 


A policeman, deputy or constable cannot enforce the law unless he knows that 
honest citizens will stand behind him when they are called for service ona jury. He 
aannot use force, when necessary, to make an urrest if he knows he, in turn, will be 


arrested for use of force. 


If he cannot use force, when necessary, there is no such thing as law enforcement. 


wheat for harvest as grain in 
1960. A wheat grower who signs 
an application under the feed 
wheat provision permitting 
him to preduce up to 30 acres 
of wheat as feed on his farm 
will not be elgible to vite. Every 
wheat grower will be informed 
of the individual wheat allot- 
ment for his farm in advance 
of the referendum date, 

As usual, chairman Gunter 


says, the ASC committee will 
set up one polling place for the 
county, which will be at the 
ASC Office, in New Brockton. 
Due to the small number of 
wheat growers in the county, 
it would not be profitable to 
have a polling place establish- 
ed in every community. 

If quotas are approved: in 
the referendum, the present 
law provides that farmers who 


comply with their wheat acre- 
age allotments will be eligible 
to market all of their what 
without restriction. A grower 
who exceeds his allotment will 
be subject to marketing quota 
penalties on his excess wheat 
if he has more than 15 acres 
of wheat for harvest as grain. 

If quotas are not approved, 
there will be no restrictions on 
wheat marketings. 


NEWSPAPERS IN 
PARTNERSHIP 
WITH DEALERS 


The hometown dealer, who 
represents a giant national 
manufacturer, has the help of 
a partner that makes it possi- 
ble for him to stay in business 
in spite of centralization of 
many retail outlets, 

The partner of the small 
dealer is the community news- 
paper, For, more than any 
other institution, the newspa- 
per has a part in the continu- 
ed survival of small city deal- 
ers, 

As the major force which 
works to build and maintain 
a trade area, the local news- 
paper gives the small dealer- 
ship its basis for existance. 
Through the newspaper the 
people of a community are 
constantly reminded that they 
can obtain all brands of goods 
in their hometown, 

Of course it would be less 
trouble and more efficient for 
the big manufacturers to 
maintain a few dealerships in 
major cities. Apparently, some 
manufacturers have attempted 
to encourage such a trend by 
concentrating national adver- 
tising in metropolitan newspa- 
pers, Magazines, and other 
general media. 

Fortunately for small deal- 
ers, the policy has been a fail- 
ure. Sales volume has signifi- 
cantly dropped when manufac- 
turers have attempted to cen- 
tralize all national advertising. 

Regional advertising does not 
finalize sales in the local com- 
munity. The public simply re- 
duces its buying when adver- 
tising is reduced on the local 
level. Thus, both manufacturer 
and the small dealer suffer 
when community newspapers 
do not carry a share of nation- 
al advertising. 

It is bothersome for a manu- 
facturer to place  avxivertising 
in thousands of small newspa- 
ners. But the partnership he- 
tween the small dealer and the 
community newspaper produc- 
es sales, and that is what the 
manufacturer is most interest- 
ed in, And that is why the 
small dealer is justified in in- 
sisting that his national ad- 
vertising allocation be spent in 
his own community newspaper.

TURN TO JOBS 
OUTSIDE HOME 


New York—More and more, 
Eiba women are getting out of 
the home to take jobs in stores, 
offices and factories, 

Bach year the number of 
them in industry has grown 
larger, to the point where near- 
ly one out of every three peo- 
ple in the labor force today’ is 
a woman, 


Two-Year Study 


Tetails on this social revolut- 
ion come from the Department 
of Labor, the Department of 
Commerce and from the Na- 
tional Manpower Council, 
which spent two years on a 
study it call ‘‘Womanpower.” 

The latest official count 
shows 31.1 percent of all local 
jobs in Elba to be held down 
by women. 

This is a higher proportion 
than was found in most parts 
of the United States, the aver- 
age being 27.4 percent. In the 
East South Central States, the 
ratio was 24.6 percent. 


Changing Patterns 


All sections of the country 
have witnessed, in varying de- 
grees, the changing pattern 
that has made commonplace 
woman's participation in all 
phases of activity. Currently, 
women are to be found in ey- 
ery professional field as well 
as in Congress, on assembly 
lines and farms, in restaurants, 
banks and schools, and in the 
armed services, | 

An indication of the trend, 
and how rapidly it has pro- 
gressed, is seen in the fact that 
there are now over 22 million 
women in the work force, com- 
pared with 5 million in 1940, 


Have More Time 


The most dramatic part of 
this rise has been among mar- 
ried women. Several factors 
have ‘contributed. Women at 
home have more time on their 
hands than they had formerly. 
Modern labor-saving machines 
have relieved them of lengthy 
household chores. Prepared or 
semi-prepared foods, even rea- 
dy-cooked meals, are now a- 
vailable to them. But the most 
important factor, perhaps, is 
that a job is a source of extra 
money and a means of satisfy- 
ing the hunger for the luxuries 
of life. 

The last census showed that 
32.4 percent of the female po- 
pulation of Elba, over age 14, 
were in the local labor force. 


Since then the ratio has _ in- 
creased. 
Elsewhere in the United 


States, only 28.9 percent of the 
female population over 14 was 
part of the labor force, and in 
the East South Central States, 
24.4 percent.

PROPOSED LAW 
ON TAX IS HIT 
BY PRESTWOOD 


The proposed legislation to 
take the state out of the ad va- 
lorem tax field would cause 
thousands of old people and 
the other needy in Alabama to 
go hungry, Pen. and Sec, Com.. 
Alvin T. Prestwood said today- 


“The major portion of the ad. 
valorem tax revenues that go 
to the general fund and the ° 
revenues that go to old age 
pensions from the Confederate 
pension fund wouid be taken 
away from the aged and other 
needy peopie,’ he declared. 

Prestwood said that the de- 
partment presently budgets 
more than two million dollars 
for old age pensions out of the 
residue in Confederate pens- 
ion fund which is derived from 
one mill of the state’s ad valor- 
em tax. This brings in nearly 
four million dollars in federal 
funds or a total of about six 
million dollars for the state's 
aged, Prestwood added- 

The Commissioner made it 
clear that under Title 49, Sec- 
(26), the residue in 
proceeds from the levy of the 
one mill tax for Confederate 
soldiers and their widows is ap- 
propriated for the old age pra- 
gram, 

Prestwood pointed out, how- 
ever, that this would not be 
the sole loss to the aged and 
the needy, because the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
depends heavily:on the general 
fund for appropriations for the 
needy. He said that the  ap- 
proximately $6 and one-half 
million, which the general fund 
receives annually from ad ya-~ 
loreum tax could represent in 
the main loss to the Pensions 
and Security program, includ— 
ing the old folks. 

Prestwood said if as much of 
$5 million of the $6.5 million 
were lost to the program: it, to- 
gether with the loss from the 
Confederate pension fund, 
could mean a loss of as much 
as $13 million in Federal Mon- 
ey, or a total loss of about $20 
million for the pensions ang 
security program. 

He estimates effects would 
be to cut old age pensions from 
the present average of about 
$44 by about 25 percent. He 
said it was probable that other 
needy people would receive ey- 
en more drastic cuts. 

“In other words,” Prestwood 
emphasized, “the loss of ad va— 


lorem tax revenues by the 
State general fund and the 
Confederate pension fund 


would mean taking this much’ 
more out of the mouths of the 
aged and other need persons.”

EYE GNAT AND 
FLEA CONTROL 
iS EXPLAINED 


By W. A, Ruffin 
APL Extension Entomotogist 


During the summer month 
eye gnats are he bane of my 
existence, 

I have two suggestions for 
temporary relic! from eye 
gnats around the home. One, 
of course, would be the use of 
a 200d insect repellent, Several 
kinds might be used, Repellents 
are commonly available in 
drug, feed and seed stores. 

Dusting with five percent 
malathion around the horne 
and in the garden will also 
give relief from gnats, mos- 
quitoes, and other bothersome 
insects. In applying the dust, 
wait until late afternoon when 
the air is quite stil, Then 
treat shrubbery, lawns, flower 
gardens, vegetable gardens, and 
all other areas with this ma- 
terial, 


Smells Bad 

I should warn you that ma- 
lathion smells bad. The odor 
of the material, however, is 
much easier to tolerate than 
the gnats and mosquitoes. Ma- 
lathion dust will harm neither 
children nor pets. 

One of the most common in- 
sects that attacks man and 
other animals is the flea, 

This pest is almost as dan- 
gerous to have around the 
home or other areas frequent - 
ed by people as the housefly 
Fleas are dangerous because 
they may spread several  dif-- 
ferent human diseases. 

It is a matter of record that 
fleas are largely responsiblc 
for the spread of bubonic pla- 
que. Bubonic plaque killed an 
estimated 25 million people in 
Furope during the 14th cen 
tury, and it has been known to 
occur in. California and. New 
Orleans,
